A congressional redistricting 
bill which would increase 
the 
North Texas Thirteenth District 
from 15 to 18 counties by ex­ 
cluding one and adding 
four 
others was introduced 
in 
the 
legislature at Austin Monday. 
State Sen. W. S. Fly intro­ 
duced the measure redistricting 
the district now represented by 
Congressman Frank 
Ikard 
of 
Wichita Falls. 
Senator Fly’s hill adds Hask­ 
ell, King, Parker and Stonewall 
Counties to 
the 
congressional 
district 
and 
removes 
Denton 
County. It was not known what 
disposition was made of Den­ 
ton County in the redistricting

pounds per acre. This seed wras 
valued at 20c per pound, which 
would make a return of $78.00 
per acre. All the straw residue 
remaining after the seed were 
harvested 
was 
left 
on 
t h e 
ground 
Judge was now' ready to put 
this field in a grain crop. This 
10-acre block along with simi­ 
lar land in the same field was 
seeded to oats. Due to weather 
conditions it was the last part 
of December before 
the 
oats 
were 
seeded. 
Sufficient 
seed 
were left on the ground after 
combining for the 
Madrid 
to 
come back volunteer in the oats. 
Considerable grazing 
was 
ob­ 
tained from the oats and clover 
during the winter, 
At 
maturity, 
this 
10-acre 
block of oats was then harvest­ 
ed separately from the rest of 
the grain crop. Judge states the 
1,110 bushel yield on the 10- 
acres or 111 bushels per acre, 
w'as accurate since these oats 
were placed in a separate stor­ 
age bin to sell. The oats were 
then weighed as they were sold. 
The yield of oats on the other 
land was approximately 42 bu­ 
shels per acre, or 69 bushels 
per acre less than the oats on 
the land following four years 
of Madrid clover. The oats- were 
sold for 82c per bushel making 
a tota of $91.00 per acre. This J 
is an increase of $56.00 
per 
acre over the per acre return 
from untreated land. 
Madrid Clover is 
a 
legume 
that is adapted to the Grand 
Prairie or heavy soils of this 
area. It should be seeded dur­ 
ing February or early March so 
plans for planting should 
be 
made now. Contact your local 
Soil Conservation Service tech­ 
nicians regarding seed sources 
and planting methods. Locally 
grown seed are plentiful this 
year.

Denton-Wise 
Soil 
Conservation District also has 
combination seed and fertilizer 
drills for rent.

And, of top im­ 
portance, modern farm equipment, of which the tractor is 
the basic item, have made it possible to do the main work 
of farming far more rapidly, efficiently, economically and 
easily than in the.past. 
It is true that this agricultural revolution has produced 
a problem of surpluses in some fields. That is a serious 
and vexing problem—but there is reason to believe that it 
may be of a temporary nature. By 1975, it is forecast that 
there will be 25 per cent more people to feed in this coun­ 
try —and that fewer farmers, working in a virtually fixed 
acreage, will have to produce their food. And the potential 
market for American food in the undeveloped and chronic­ 
ally hungry nations of the world is enormous.

These are families who were 
unable to get financial assis­ 
tance from banks and other pri­ 
vate credit sources. 
More than 56 million dollars 
was loaned to these farm peo­ 
ple. This was announced today 
by W alter T. McKay, State Di­ 
rector, Farm ers Home Admin­ 
istration, Dallas. In the Nation 
as a whole, Mr. R. B. McLeaish 
National Administration, states 
that the Farm ers Home Admin­ 
istration has loaned more than 
$292,452,800 to 
the 
nation’s 
fasmers and ranchers this year. 
On the other 
hand, 
Texas 
farmers and ranchers paid off 
loans with the Farm ers Home 
Administration 
totaling 
$36,- 
539,147. 
This is a, remarkable achieve­ 
ment, McKay pointed out, 
in 
view 
of 
the 
drought 
which 
plagued most of the state this 
year. “ It shows the resource­ 
fulness and character of those 
families who have received fi­ 
nancial assistance from FHA,” 
McKay declared. One 
of 
the 
major programs set up by Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson to provide relief to far­ 
mers and ranchers in drought 


disaster areas is the Em ergen­ 
cy Loan Program. 
McKay reported that 13,739 
Texas 
farm families borrowed 
$25,442,174 from the Farm ers 
Home 
Administration 
during 
195 4 under this program and 
have repaid $19,481,219 of it. 
Also, a total of 1393 livestock 
producers have been advanced 
loans totaling $15,742,620 since 
the beginning of the Emergency 
Livestock program in 
August, 
1953. “ In spite of the drought 
in most range areas, these same 
livestock men have been able to 
repay more than $5,000,000 of 


their loans,” 
McKay 
empha­ 
sized.

THE W EEKLY NEWSPAPER 


One of the oldest, strongest and best institutions in 
American life is the weekly newspaper. Almost anyone 
will agree that a town without a paper doesn’t amount to 
much. The weekly is a running record of history—of life 
and death, of tragedy and achievement, of change and 
progress. It is a fighter of battles in causes it holds to be 
right —in politics, economics, civic problems of many kinds. 
It is close to the people who read it and whose activities 
make it. More than any other factor, probably, it binds 
the community together providing purpose, coherence, 
and direction. 
Yet, like so many other good and essential things, most 
of us take the country paper for granted. Year in and year 
out, without fail, it comes to us each week. Ifs not likely 
that many think of what life would be like without it. 
Now and then, however, the weekly gets some of the 
credit it deserves. That has happened on several occasions 
in recent months. An interesting example is found in a 
bill introduced bv Senator Daniel of Texas, on behalf of 
himself and Senator Johnson, the new major leader, pro­ 
viding for the establishment of a National Library of 
Weekly Newspapers. A companion bill was introduced in 
the House by Representative Gentry of Tyler, Texas. 
In a speech on the Senate Floor, Senator Daniel said: 
“This bill would help to preserve that great portion of the 
true history of our Nation which is recorded in pioneer 
weekly newspapers and in currently published weekly 


o f the United States. . . . During the early years of 
our Nation’s history we had only weekly newspapers. Even 
today, the educational, social, political, and religious his­ 
tory of a great portion of our population can be found only 
in the files of these weekly publications. . . . There are 
thousands of weekly newspaper files which have been pre­ 
served. Others have been destroyed, and in the future 
there is likely to be continued loss of this valuable histori­ 
cal material unless something is done to encourage its 
preservation.” 
Another tribute came from a big-daily newspaperman— 
Lloyd Taft, son of the late Senator Robert Taft, and as­ 
sistant publisher of the Cincinnati Times. He told a press 
association gathering that “Big city papers talk more 
and more about editorial influence and exercise less and 
less of it, while weeklies continue to gain an advantage. . . ” 
An extraordinary example of this influence occurred 
last November iii South Carolina, a state in which nomina­ 
tion on the Democratic ticket has always been tantamount 
to election. Due to certain political developments, a feel­ 
ing grew that this time the voters were getting a bad deal. 
A campaign was started urging that voters write-in the 
name of J. Strom Thurmond instead of marking the ballot 
for the regular Democratic nominee for the U. S. Senate. 
This campaign was supported by 73 of the state’s 86 non- 
dailies along with all but two of the 16 dailies. Even 
though fdrmer Governor Thurmond is a popular figure in 
the South, success seemed impossible—no I T . S. Senator 
had ever been elected by write-ins; the established political 
organizations were naturally IOO per cent against the
